Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments with regard to 35 USC 102 
(e) are not persuasive. The rejection is maintained for the reasons set forth in the previous Office Action. Applicant argues that Cramer 
does not disclose each feature of claim 1 , for instance Cramer does not disclose "deconvoluting said M compounds into their associated 
building blocks and generate a focused library based on the building blocks". Cramer teaches steps (d) and (e) at columns 66, lines 45-55 
and column 67, lines 9-1 1 . The structural variation files and cores as disclosed by the indicated column and lines are interpretted to be 
"building blocks" of files. This is equivalent to a deconvolution step, or a breaking down into elements. Further, cloumn 68, lines 15-26 
teach the virtual generation of a '^focused" library. The rejection is maintained . 
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
